Welfare List 
Faces Purge 
by State 


Little Rock, March 21 — (IP) — 


The State Welfare Department to- 
day planned investigation of case 
records of the 39,000 state welfare 
clients in a move to eliminate from 
the rolls persons able to obtain sup- 
port from other sources. 


The action, recommended by Wel- 


fare Commissioner Ted R. Christy, 
was endorsed yesterday by the 
State Welfare Commission. 


Governor Laney vetoed a welfare 


assistance measure passed by the 
1945 legislature which would have 
appropriated $2,000,000 to take care 
of about 3,000 eligible persons 
on 


the walling list. 


The governor also vetoed a bill 


requiring county welfare directors 
to investigate all applications' for 
assistance within 60 days of the 
time they were filed. 


Laney said he vetoed the $2,000,- 


000 assistance bill because it had 
been ruled void by Attorney Gener- 
al Guy E. Williams since it did not 
obtain a required two-thirds major- 
ity vote in the Senate. He vetoed 
the other measure because present 
law required a home visit before an 
application could be granted and 
all investigations were • made 
as 


apidly as possible, he said. 
Christy plans to prepare instruc- 


tions this week for county welfare 
wprkers to use in their study of the 
status of the department's clients. 


Christy, who has criticized what 


he calls "growing public 
accept- 


ance of the dole," said he believed 
that elimination of persons who are 
not needy would make it possible 
to increase budgetary deficiency al- 
lowances to 100 per cent and include 
a majority of the eligible persons 
on the department's waiting list. 


He said the number of persons 


receiving state grants has almost 
trebled "during an era of wartime 
prosperity" over the number in de- 
pression years.

story with all the technical skill 
known to the movie art.

Another element which heightens

In the painting Dorian is 
misshapen, dripping with blood and 
terrifying. 


If there is a flaw in the movie:

Gardeners 
Warned of 
Two Pests 


Hcmpslend 
County 
gardeners 


:inve been warned by Cora Lee 
Westbrook, 
county home demon- 


stration agent, of two insects which 
may be walling around with l,arge 
appetites when gardens are plant- 
ed. They are cutworms and seed 
corn maggots, also known as bean 
maggots. 


The standard method of control 


of cutworms is poison bran bait, 
she explained. The bail consists of 
one pound of bran, one he.aping lea- ! 
spoonful of Paris green, and four-' 
'iflhs of a pint ,of water. The bait 
s broadcast over a garden just be- 
'ore dark. If the presence of cul 
worms is suspected, an entire gar- 
den may be bailed before the 
rops are planted, the agent said. 
Planls can be protected 
from 


lutworms by the use of p.aper col- 
lars at transplanting lime. A col- 
lor is made by wrapping the base 
of a plant in two or three layers 
of newspaper when the plant is 
set in the soil. Miss Weslbrook re- 
c'.ommended paper collars especia- 
lly for 
tomato, cabbage, cauli- 


flower, 
broccoli, 
find 
Brussels 
sprouls plants. 


Cutworms, whose name Is derived 


from 
their habit of cutting off 


plants at the surface of the ground, 
are 
smooth-bodied 
caterpillars, 


dull in color and ranging in, length 
jp to 2 inches. Coming from eggs 
:hat were laid last fall, the worms 
lave been waiting around all win- 
ter working up an appetite. They 
hide in soil or trash by day and 
feed by night. 


The moths or millers, parents of 


the cutworms, laid their eggs in 
weeds or other rank plant growth 
last fall. A last summer's garden 
that was allowed to grow up in 
weeds may be loaded with cut- 
worms now, 
she warned. 


There are no direct control mea- 


sures, on (he other h.nnd, for seed 
corn maggots, the agent explained. 
Beans are particularly susceptible 
to injury. Since the maggots feed 
on sprouting seeds, soaking bean 
seed before 
planting 
will bring 


them up faster and help prevent 
injury. The best cultural practices 
should be followed to get the plants 
off lo a good start, she stated. 


The white, 
headless maggots, 


pointed at one end, are favored by 
cool, wet weather. The flies that 
are the parents • of the maggots 
lay their eggs in soil rich in organic 
matter, especially where there is 
manure or undecayed plant growth 
on the surface of the soil. A clean 
job of plowing last fall or winter 
with the manure plowed in would 
have helped prevent injury from 
thcw this spring.

Japs Consider 
State of Siege 
for Homeland 


By The Associated Press 
San Francisco, March 22 —(IP) — 


Japan, stung by the loss of Iwo, 
the B-29 fire raids on her cities and 
the crippling blow dealth the home 
fleet by carrier planes, considered 
stern measures today to place the 
homeland in a state of siege. 


Wo must cither win a victory or 


we shall all die," said Premier Ku- 
niaki Koiso in urging virtual mar- 
tial law for all the Nipponese home- 
land. 


He and the war minister, Field 


Marshal Gen. Sugiyama, predicting 
the United States would attempt to 
invade Japan, demanded that the 
Diet pass a measure giving 
the 


government unprecedented powers. 
These would include the expropria- 
tion of land and the removal of 
buildings to set up defenses. 


The Koiso cabinet left-handedly 


acknowledged the terrific destruc- 
tion dealt by the B-29s by asking 
the Diet to appropriate the equiva- 
lent of more than $1,000,000,000 to 
pay "first aid expenses to the vie 
tims of air raids and other wartime 
disasters." 


The grim story was pieced to- 


gether from enemy broadcasts in- 
tercepted by the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission. 


Another broadcast apologized be- 


cause "until,now, our science had 
remained relatively apart from the 
war" but assudcd "the wonderful 
capacity of our technology will en- 
able Japanese military science to 
smash this material strength of the 
United States." 


Koiso told the Japanese that the 


loss of Iwo, 750 miles south of Tok- 
yo, to the United States Marines 
"W«* >'the- most Onf or t uh'ate thin g in 
the whole wart«situation."

shal Stalin announced the start of 


new Soviet offensive by Mar- 


shal Konev's First Ukranlan army

, Although some committee mem* 
bers previously had inclined toward 
extensive hearings to consider num- 
erous amendments only two wit- 
nesses, Maj. Gen. Idwal Edwards, 
in charge of training, and 
Maj. 


Gen. 
Stephen G. Henry, in charge 


of personnel, were heard. The com- 
mittee did not call Maj. Gen. Lewis 
B. Hershey, Selective Service di- 
rector, who was waiting to testify 
in support of the bill. 


It was General Edwards 'who told 


the committee that the current need 
for replacements had resulted in a 
policy by which physically fit men 
were sent into combat within five 
months of their induction. 


There has been a case, General 


Edwards said, of a 
man 
being 


killed in action "five months and 
nine days" after induction. 


While there may 
be isolated 


cases, he added, he did not believe 
it possible for a man to go into 
combat sooner than five 
months 


after donning a uniform. 


Should 
Congress 
restrict 
the 


handling of inductees by requiring 
a stated training period, perhaps a 
year, General Edwards said, pres- 
ent operations would be retarded 
and demands for fighting replace- 
ments could not be filled. 


No men, he emphasized, 
are 


sent into combat until "we consider 
them adequately trained and physi- 
cally hardened to the degree need- 
ed." 


While the army had followed, 


until last fall, a policy of not send- 
ing youths into action until they 
were 19 years old, General Ed- 
wards said, the German offensive 
of late 1944 "upset a good many 
plans" and that policy was aban- 
doned.
